Unduly elated with their
recent successes, they imagine that temporury reverscs
can guell your gpirit or shake your determinaticn, and
they ure now gathering heavy masses for a general in-
vasion, in the vain hope that by a desperate cffort suc-
cess may at length be reached.

Yon know to> well, my countrymen, what they mean
by Their malignant rage aims at nothing less
than the ex'ermination ol yourselves, your wives and
childien.  They seek to destroy what they cannot plun-
der.  They propose as the spoils of victory that your
homes shall be partitioned among the wretches whose
atrocious cruelties have stamped infamy on their gov-
ernment. ‘Lhey design to incite sgervil2 insurregtion
and light the fires of incendiarism whevever they can
reach your homes, and they debauch the inferior race,
hitherto docile and contented, by promising indulgence
of the vilest passions as the price of treachery. Con-
scious of their inubility to prevail by legitimate war-
fare, not daring to make peace lest they should be hurl-
ed from their seats of power, the men who now rale in
Washiogton rcfuse even to confer on the sabject of

| pulting an end to outrages which disgrace our age, or

to listen to a suggestion for conducting the war accord-

| ing to the usages of civilization.

Feliow citizens, no aiternative is left you but victory

or subjugation, siavery and the utter ruin of yourselves,
your families and your country. The victory is withirp
your reach. You need bot stretch forth your hands to
grusp it. For this all that iz necessary is that
those who are called to the field by every motive that
can movse the human heart, should promptly repair to
the post of duty, shon!d stand by their comrades now
in fiont of the foe, and thus 8o strepgthea the armics of
the Confederacy as to encure success The men now
absent from their posts would if present in the fi:ld saf-
fice to create numerical equslity between our force and
that of the invaders—and when with any approach to
such cquality have we failed to be victorious? I be-
lieve that but few of those absent are actuated by un-
willingness to serve their country ; but that many bave
found it difficult to resist the temptation of a visit to
their homes and the loved ones frem whkom they have
been s0 long separated ; that others have left for tempo-
rary attention to their affairs with the intention of re-
turning, acd then have shrunk from the consequences
of their viclation of duty ; that others again left their
poste from mere restlessuess and desire of change, each
quieting the upbraidings of his conscience, by persua-
ding himself that his individual services cculd have no
influence on the general result.
'I'hese and other causes (although far less disgraceful
than the desire to avoid danger, or 1o escape from the
sacrifices required by patriotism,) are, nevertheless,
grievous faults, and place the cause of our beloved
ccuntry, and of everything we hold dear, in imminent
peril. © 1 repeat that the men who mow c.ce duty to
their country, who Lave been called out and have not
yet reported for daty, or who bave absented themselves
from their posts, are suflicient in number to secure us
victory in the struggle now impending.

1 callen you, then, my countrymen, to hasten to
your camps, in obedicnce to the dictates of bonor and
of duty, and summon those who have absented them-
selves without leave, who have remained abgent beyond
the period allowcd by their farloughs, to repair with-
out delay to their respective commands, and 1 do here-
by declare that I graot a general pardon and amuesty
to all officers and men within the Confederacy, now ab-
sent without leave who shall, with the least possible de-
lay, return to their proper posts of duty, but no excuse
will be received for any delay boyond twenty days after
the first publicatiou of this proclamation in the State
in which the absentee may be at the date of the publi-
cation. This amnesty and pardon shall extend to all
who have been sccuszd, or who have been ccnvic'ed
und are undergoing sentence for absence without leave
or desertion, excepting only those who have been twice
convicted of desertion.

Finally, I conjure my ccuntry women—the wives,
mothers, sisters and daughters of the Corfederacy—to
use their all-powerfal inluence in aid of this call, to
add one crowning eacrifice to those which their patriot-
ism bos 80 frecly and constantly afforded on their ecun-
iry’'s altar, acd to tage care that noce who owe service
in the fi-ld shall be sheltered at home from the disgrace
of having deserted their daty to their families, to their
country, aud to their God.

BY THE GOVEERNOR OF NORTH CAROLIXNA.
A PROCLAMATION.

HEREAS, IT APPEARS TO ME THAT THE NE-
w cessities of sur people still require the .countizuance
of the prohibition heretofore extended by proclamation to
the exportation of certain articles from the Stata.

Now, therefore, I, ZEBULON B. VANCE, Governor of
North Carolina, do issue this ProolmmonL continning the
Proclamation of July 10th, im force for thirty days from
and atter the 12th inst., in regard to the exportatien of
Cotton and Woolen Clota, Cotton and Woolen Yains, Leath-
er and Shoes, subject to the exceptions, &o , expressed

retofore.
